“NEW VARIETIES OF 
POTATOES. 


ONE THAT MAY SUPERSEDE 
EPICURE. 


While there is little difficulty in raising 
new varieties of potatoes, there may not 
be one variety out of many thousands of 
seedlings which ;will prove a commercial! 
success. Seedlings that appear promising at 
first may, even in their fourth year, develop 
some serious defect that puts an end to 
their chance of becoming a commercial 
success. Others gradually work their way 
into popular favour. 

A recent example of buch cases is afforde 
by Catriona, placed on the market in 1 
by the late Wm. Findlay, raiser of Up-to- 
Date and British Queen. Owing to stocks 
being badly xen and highly infected with 
Leaf Boll and Mosaic disease, the variety 
fell inte disrepute. Ite. virtues, however, 
prétented its complete disappearance, and 
some growers persevered with it and greatly 
improved the stocks by selecting the best 
plants, Catriona is a second early of good 
cooking quality, and immune to black scab. 
Its tubers are oval, with shallow eyes and a 
white skin, with distinct purple markings in 
and around the eyes. t is excellent for 
show purposes, and for the past two seasons 
the demand for seed has exceeded the supply. 
As a result prices have reached a high level. 

Di Vernon in many respects resembles 
Catriona, and has had a somewhat similar 
history. It was put on the market a year 
or two later than Catriona. It is a first 
early, immune to wart disease. Its tubers 
resentole Catriona, but the purple markings 
on the skin are more widespread. Thoug 
it failed at first, careful selection resulted 
in the production of healthy stocks, and this 
season the demand for the variety exceeds 
the supply. 

Arran Consul is a case of a new variety 
not keeping up to its first promise. This 
variety was put on the market in 1924 by 
Mr. MacKelvie, famous as the raiser of Arran 
Chief. It produced exceptionally heavy yields 
and was fairly resistant to blight, but last 
season it showed itself to be particularly sub- 
ject to ck Leg. The tubers are inclined to 
be hollow in the centre when ov@tgrown. This 
defect 1s making the variety unpopular. 

Incomer is a new variety put on the mar- 
ket in 1926-7 by Messrs. D@bbie and Co. The 
foliage shows remarkable vigour, but the 
tubers are inclined to be too numerous, and, 
in consequence, rather small, 

Herald was put on the market ty Messrs. 
McGill and Smith in 1926-7. This variety was 
regarded as a possible immune substitute for 
the well-known earlies, Sharpe’s Express and 
Eclipse. Where it was tried in this country 
it did not ripen as early as Sharpe’s Express. 

Arran Banner was put on the market by 
Mr. MacKelvie in 1926-7. This variety was 
awarded the gold medal as the best new im- 
mune seedling in 1927.. The variety gave re- 
cord’ yields in 1927 and 1928, and may become 
an immune substitute for Arran Chief. 

Arran Crest was put on the market for 
the first time by Mr. MacKelvie this season. 
It was awarded the gold medal at Ormskirk 
in 1928. Arran Crest is a first early immune 
variety of the Epicure type, but has the valu- 
able advantage of being from seven to ten 
days earlier than Epicure. It, however, has 
the drawback of being similar to Epicure 
in the shape and quality of the tuber. 

Alannah is a new immune oer a IA sd brí 
British Queen type, t on a 
season me Sir nll aor Gore-Booth, Bart., 
Lissadell, Sligo.

" SLINGING '' IN CATTLE. 


HOW TO CHECK IT. 


The prevalence of contagious. abortion, or 
** slinging,”’ in cattle has caused the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to draw attention to the 
fact that, under the Diseases of Animals Act 
(Epizootic Abortion Order, 1925), heavy 
penalties can be imposed on persons exposing 
animals suffering from this disease in a 
market, fair or sale-yard, or sending such 
animals for service to a bull. or sliosias 
cattle so affected to graze on a common or 
unenclosed land with cattle belonging to 
other owners, 

Leaflets dealing with cortagious abortion 
and sterility in cattle can bé had. free of 
charge from the D ent of Agriculture, 
Government Buildings, Dublin, C.17, 

Serious individual and national loss could 

be avoided if, the moment the disease dis- 
cJosed itself, thé affected stock ‘were ‘imme 
diately isolated and any 'premises used by 
them thoroughly disinlected. 
Contagious abortion may be introduced 
into a healthy herd in a variety of ways, but 
the most common of these is the bringing in 
among healthy animals of cows or - heifers 
purchased from outside which, unknown to 
the purchaser, are affected by the disease. 
It, is, therefore, of the utmost importance 
that all newly-purchased animals should be 
subjected to the blood test by á wualified 
veterinary surgeon before they are allowed 
to mix with the other cattle. 


What To Do. 


Should an. animal abort from-.any cause 
she should be regarded as a “ suspect ” and 
immediately isolated, and the stall which she 
occupied should be thoroughly disinfected. 
A veterinary surgeon should fn, and 
the treatment of the affected 
animal, and also the remainder of the herd, 
should be sttictly carried out. 

The effective prevention and tre..ment. of 
contagious abortion in cattle is regarded as 
of such importance to the cattle-raising and 
dairying industries that the Department of 
Agriculture have arranged that blood samples 
submitted by recognised veterinary surgeons 
practising in Saorstat Eireann will be tested 
free of charge at the §Department’s 
Veterinary Research Laboratory, and that 
vaccine will be supplied to them at the 
nominal price of Is, per dose. Applications 
should be made to the Director, Veterinary 
Research Laboratory, Thorndale, Drum- 
condra, Dublin, N.E.4.

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WHEAT POOLING IN 
AMERICA. 


SOME ,CONSIDERATIONS FOR 
BARLEY-GROWERS. 


The dissatisfaction of our barley-growers 
with the prices returned last year was, 
perhaps, the most unfortunate cloud cast on 
a relatively successful autumn. Nor was it 
only a tempo flaw in an otherwise satis 
factory situation: the barley situation is ad- 
mittedly a serious and, unless remediable. 
probably a permanent limitation to the pros- 
perity of our small farmers in the Midlands. 

arious remedies are suggested. The Minis- 
ter for Agriculture goés so far, in his doubts 
of barley-growing as a profitable ¢ash crop, as 
to suggest that it had better be cultivated 
mainly for feeding purposes. Mr. J. F. 
O'Hanlon, T.D. (Cavan), a practical agricul. 
turist, and a free trader, proposed an organ: 
ised effort through the co-operative societiés 
to bring buyer and seller on the home market 
into more direct contact. Professor O'Rahilly, 
inan interesting and reasoned pamphlet, urges 
some form of tection, which we ume is 
also the rem favoured by the FidWma Fail 
Party. Dr. Kennedy, the Secretary of the 
I.A.0.S., announced recently his willingness 
to work out a pooling scheme, possibly (it 
we understand his views aright) subject to 
the Legislature interesting itself in such legis 
lation as may promote its success. Whether 
indeed, an experiment in barley pooling with- 
out a resort to new legislation may not be 
worth serious and scientific study is a ques 
tion well worth considering. Certainly, with 
out such study, the growers are not in a 
position to-day either to negative such a pro- 
posal or enthusiastically and intelligently to 
work for it. The first thing to do, if the 
idea of pooling grain is to secure intelligent 
acquiescence, is to study it. This, fortunately, 
i easy to do, since both the United States 
and Canada have been working upon the sub- 
ject. That wheat rather than barley was the 
crop marketed in both «countries is a detail 
The principles of the grain pool are similar 
for these cereals. 


An Example of Efficient Co-operation 


The Canadian results were discussed in a 
““ Farming Review “ article on May 24th last. 
Since that article was written another crop 
has been marketed there, and, although the 
season’s results have not been completely 
collated, we understand the Canadian wheat 
pools remain an outstanding example of pros- 
perous and efficient co-operation, which, if 
Canadian conditions could be duplicated in 
Ireland, would be an unanswerable proof of 
the applicability of grain pooling to Saorstat: 
Eireann. The conditions, of course, are not 
identical, and hence the need for further 
study. In this the relatively backward his 
tory of grain pooling in U.S.A. should engage 
the attention’ of all interested. not as a deter- 
rent, but as illustrating difficulties to be con- 
fronted and dangers to be overcome. In the 
United States, as in Ireland, the thoughts of 
farmers were first directed to control of their 
own industry by a belief. that they were not 
securing a reasonable proportion of the ulti- 
mate price, 

As | www fell, the bulk of grain handled co- 

operatively rose, but the peak season 1924-5 
has not been repeated. Yet “hough the quan. 
tity marketed co-dperatively fell from 
28,652,000 bushels (1924-5) to 16,954,000 
(1925-6), the 1925 membership had increased, 
since the varying dates at which the business 
was co-operatised, from 35,937 to 104,822, and 
the total of the 1925 business was enumerated 
officially as around 250,000,000 dollars. Like 
most businesses, these American experiments 
have had ‘their ups and downs. “There have 
been failures, but a Government Trade Com 
mission, investigating them with official de- 
tachment and having no propagandist bias, 
write that ‘‘ the wheat s as a whole have 
been by no means a failure.’’ 
Many reasons have been adduced’ as to 
why they have not succeeded better. In 
Canada they have been almost .dramatically 
successful. In the United States they have 
shared the more usual history of business ad. 
venture, that ebb and flow from which agri- 
culture suffers, but, as a rule, suffers most 
when it misses—through a failure to co- 
operate—the tide which no one can wholly 
control. Some reasons why the United States 
poolg have not done better may help Irish 
students of the problem, 


Hindrances to Success. 


The relative disabilities of some United 
States combines to make such a striking 
success of pooling as was done in Canada 
and the failure of others to continue in busi- 
ness may be traced to one of two or three 
root causes. Whilst we do not assume that 
Canadians are necessarily of superior moral 
stamina to other inhabitants of North America. 
the farmers of the Dominion do seem to have 
generated an enthusiasm for this form of 
co-operation not equally evident in ‘‘ the 
States.” How far this was due to the mag- 
netic storm which “blew up” under the 
wgis of a remarkable personality, My. Aaron 
Sapiro, when the whirlwind ‘‘sign’ up” 
seemed the only way out of ruin for many 
.Canadian growers we cannot measure, but jt 
is clear that States’. farmers “who contract 
with their own associations are liable to try 
breaking their contract if they do not quickly 
get the results they expect. The pooling be- 
gan when prices were high and growers were 
optimistic, but their convictiong seem to have 
involved misunderstanding of the truism that 
co-operation cannot work miracles—e.g., con- 


| trol prices on a~world market, prove efficient 


under inefficient management or stand the 
strain of over-capitalisation, or sore the other 
hand) compete on equal terms with an alread 
stabilised, well-organised, sufficiently capial- 
ised business, if itself insufficiently capitalised 
to enable it to carry on with the same degree 
of proficiency. Moreover, co-operation cannot 
get capital readily unless its own member- 
ship has the staunchness to invest in it, 
That, not any momentary wave of en- 
thusiasm, is the proof that the farmer wants 
the pool, and if he does not want it it will 
dry up.. The very human defects from which 
the unsuccessful Afmerican pools suffered 
were, perhaps, inseparable from hasty organi- 
, sation. i 

The fact is that effective organisation in 
tarming communities must be either slow, 
laboriéus and expensive or be the result, asi 
‘in Canada, of Lk feeling so deeply 

that it will outgrow the two peri 
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or ap easy success, leading to apathy. 
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ESSENTIALS. IN.- MILK 
PRODUCTION. 


SOME, PRACTICAL. HINTS. 


The first essential “in the production of 
wholesome milk, said Professor C. Boyle, 
M.A.; Ph.D., yesterday at Thurles, is that 
it must come from healthy cows. Milk as it 
comes from the udder of a healthy cow. can- 
tains a negligible number of harmless 
bacteria. Farmers should take every pre- 
caution not to make serious additions to the 
numbers already, present, and to handle the 
milk in such & way that the growth of bac- 
teria, which unavoidably gain access to the 
milk, ig retarded as.much as possible. . Prac- 
tically all the troubles of the producer and 
the ‘creamery manager result from . the 
activities of organisms which can, in large 
measure, be excluded from milk. 

The second essential in clean milk produc- 
tion is the constant attention to methods of 
cleanliness, 

Lighting and Ventilation. 

The keeping quality of milk depends more 
on the personal factor—that is, the in- 
telligence and care exercised in’ handling it— 
than it does on the buildings in which it 1s 
produced. Nevertheless, certain improve- 
ments can be made in most buildings, so that 
the labour involved in producing clean milk 
is much reduced. The requirements of a 
modern byre are :— = 

(1) It should be well lighted. In addition 
to facilitating the work which has to be done 
in a byre, ‘light retards bacterial develop- 
ment. The allowance recommended: for 
window space is three square feet per cow. 
Windows should not be less than five feet 
from ‘the ground, and should be hinged at 
the bottom and open inwards from the top, 
so that incoming air is directed upwards. _ 

(2) Byres should be well ventilated. It is 
a common fallacy that cows give more milk 
if the temperature of the byre is kept high. 
The aim should be to provide a constant 
stream of fresh air through the byre—taking 
care to avoid draughts. ! = 

(3) Floors should be of some impervious 
material which can be easily cleamed; con- 
crete is the most suitable. In making im- 
provements it is important to have the dimen- 
sions right. In single passage byres where 
the cows’ heads face the walls the total 
length of the standing should be about 7ft. 
3ins.; the distance from the trough’ to the 
edge of the group, 5ft. 6ins. to OSft. Qins. ; 
width of double stall, 7ft. The passage 
should not be Jesse than Aft; - + » 


Utensils and Milking. 

The next important factor in producing 
clean milk is the utensils. All utensils with 
which milk comes in contact should first. be 
washed in cold water, scrubbed “with hot 
water, and tinsed ‘with hot water. .It.is diffi- 
cult to get utensils sufficiently. clean by wash- 
ing alone—and the difficulty is inereased if 
the water supply is not good. Steam is th- 
most éfficient steriliser. We have been ex- 
perimenting with various methods of cleaning 
dait¥ utensils at Cork. .' +e aus 

We now come to the actual eperation of 
milking. .Cows should be kept clean, - Long 
hairs om “or “in the -vicinity~ of, the: udder 
should be removed. ~Before milking there 
should be as little disturbance of bedding as 
possible: On no account should hay be fed 
té: cows ‘before milking. Before milking each 
cow the milker should wash -his hands with 
soap and water. The udder should be wiped 
with a clean damp cloth. Dry milking. should 
be adopted. A small-topped pail should be 
used. Immediately after milking; the milk 
should be strained and cooled.. The-best type 
of strainer is that involving the use of a 
cotton wool disc. : 

The ‘rate of growth of bacteria is profoundly 
influenced by témperature; hence the. milk 
should be cooled immediately after milking. 
Cans with tight-fitting lids should be used. 
On no account should splash cloths be used. 


PREVENTION OF CATTLE 
DISEASE. 


>-- 

The fact that several diseases can. be 
prevented by the use of a special vaccine 
suitable to the disease from the causative 
germs of which the vaccine has been pre- 
pared must not be made a justification for 
abandoning the more laborious methods 
which are based on the principles of hygiene. 

There is no royal road to the cure or the 
prevention of disease, and though certain 
vaccines may be very useful in helping to 
control the invasion of certain «specific 
diseases, and though certain sera of drugs 
are found to be efficacious in curing other 
diseases, yet the necessity will always 
remain for proper housing of animals, with 
due provision of light, air, drainage and 
attention to cleanliness, and for the prevVen- 
tion of certain diseases among cattle at grass 
a great deal will require to be done to the 
land. 

Tillage and drainage are important factors 
in combating parasitic diseases, such as those 
due to fluke and other worms. 

The effect of proper feeding on the health 
of domestic animals is also a matter which 
demands careful study and attention, and 
here, said Professor Mason at Thurles yester- 
day, it is not out of place to point out the 
advantage of at least an elementary know- 
ledge of the anatomy and physiology of our 
animals, as, for instance, in connection with 
the difference in the stomachs of such 
animals as the horse and the cow, and the 
consequent difference in their methods of 
feeding and drinking. :

. WOULD. WINTER 
‘DAIRYING PAY?” 


MR. BEAMISH’S VIEWS, 
‘The inroads of fresh competition, combined 
with the gradual reduction of prices offered 
for farm produce, compel us to consider 
whether it would not be advisable to enter- 
tain the subject of winter dairying .upon 
such .conditions as may lead to the improve- 
ment ‘of our incomes, 

With this in mmd; Mr. R. H. Beamish, 
D:L., F.L.8., at the Irish Dairy ‘Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Congress in Thurles, made some 
practical’ suggestions, derived from “hard, 
practical work in thig direction, exercised 
many years ago upon oné of the largest 
European milk farms—the principles of 
which may yet be found to hold good. — . 

There still exists a difference of about 20s. 
per cwt. between the price we recéive ‘and 
the price which we may secure, provided 
that our butter supplies «ate. maintained 
assiduously and that our quality is reason- 
ably improved. 

In addition, it will be discovered that 
regularity of output will decrease the un- 
necessary overhead charges which exist in 
our larger dairies owing to buildings, plant 
and even hands, which have to be provided 
for in order to deal with the extraordinary 
output at one period of the year as against 
a serious diminution of supplies experienced 
over another period; while the reduction of 
such chafges due to regularity of delivery 
should be secured to the ultimate benefit of 
the farmer himself. 


Vital to Our Economic Progress. 


It is, therefore, vital for our economic 
progress to seize every opportunity in order 
to. create a high standard of. a reasonably 
uniform supply, so as to retain a steady 
market demand which should not be diverted 
elsewhere by reason of failure upon our part 
to carry out our market obligations at any 
time of the year... This purpose can be 
achieved provided we direct both our 
thoughts and our: labour to intensive work 
which has been hitherto substituted by ex- 
tensive ‘and careless methods no _ longer 
remunerative, 

Thanks to his own initiative, the Irish 
farmer is rapidly acquiring the knowledge 
that a breed of high-yielding milch cows can 
be secured hy the process of milk-tésting, 
followed: by judicious, breeding and care; 
while he has been surprised at the tmprove-

such products when prepared for sale. 

In connection with the first factor, the 
question of winter production at once arises,

Securing Economic Yields. ~~ : 

Apart from the breeding question, this 
subjéct can be divided into three sections: 

1. Fhe food necessary to secure the most 

economic yield per gallon; 

2. The method of application tó our cows; 

3. The general treatment of our cows when

to a cow is divided into maintenance-food per 
1,000 lbs. live weight to insure her upkeep 
and that of her embryo calf, together with 
additional food for every gallon of milk 
produced by her. 

The determination of the economic norm of 
food which embraces these two sections con- 
stitutes a serious difficulty in winter-feeding, 
as such norms involve the nutritive matter 
necessary to be supplied without the waste 
derived ‘either from-.ovér- or ufider-feeding ; 
the original cost of the mixture; the know- 
ledge of the practical influences which the 
various foods exercise over the animals, 


yields of the different groups into which. our 
cows were divided, while such norms were 
adhered to throughout the winter, spring 
and summer with few exceptions, as, in our 
case, the milking cows always remained in- 
doors except when afforded a run for exercise, 

‘The importance of fixing, such feeding 
Standards must he first practically ex- 
perienced to be believed, as upon the accu- 
rate solution of this question is involved one 
of the principal ‘factors of the higher or 
lower cost of the production of a: gallon of 
milk—a vital detail in economic winter 
management. 


Avoiding Loss and Waste. 

When we have once determined the mix- 
ture of food most appropriate to the groups 
of cows, we must proceed to examine the 
wisest methods of practical distribution so 
as to avoid unnetigsary loss, waste or dirt, 
Here the actual experience derived froth the 
practical knowledge of feeding stall-fed @ows 
throughout the year may supply us with 
some useful information. 

The cows should be grouped together in 
the byre in accordance with their various 
yields of milk for the time being, as by this 
means the feeding is more, readily and 
rapidly regulated ; but let it be clearly under- 
stood that irregular periods between morn- 
ing and evening milking must: be abandoned, 
and must give way to even periods of milking 
during the twenty-four hours. 

On a Swedish Dairy Farm.

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fourth of the artificial fodd was placed in 
the troughs, as by this means the animals 
weré content during their. milking and 
yielded their milk more readily. No hay 
was fed during milking time, as it was found 
that the cows had the habit of tossing such 
hay about when feeding, and thereby en- 
couraged the distribution of germs into the 
air to the detriment of the milk. 

When the milking was concluded and the 
artificial food was consumed watering took 
place, followed by quarter the daily allow- 
ance of long hay or straw, as the case may 
be. After a reasonable interval the second 
feed of a fourth of the artificial food was 
supplied, followed by the water and hay, 
and the cows were allowed out in the 
exercising pens, whén they were restalled 
and rested until the 3rd and 4th meals, with 
the milking interval, between the two. 


System Tried in Cork. 


Here it may be observéd that, owing to 
our favourable climate, and provided that 
certain fields are set aside for such a pur- 
pose, if the cows are turned out abont 1) 
a.m. they could combine exercise with the 
opportunity of grazing upon such fields until 
about 3 p.m.; when they should be restalled, 
having in the meantime secured a certain 
uantity of succulent food. This suggestion 

have found to work well in the neighbour- 
hood of Cork. 

At 3 p.m. they should receive the órd 
quarter of the artificial food, followed by 
water and the 3rd quarter of their hay. Just 
prior to the evening milking the cows receive 
their 4th quarter of artificial food, followed 
by milking, and when this is over they 
are served with water and the final feed of 
unchopped hay or straw, when the house ‘s 
closed for the night and no more food is 
supplied until the following morning. 

It may be suggested that the period be- 
tween the last meal at night and the first 
meal in the morning is unduly prolo sed. 
When once the cows have been accustomed 
to such a regulation we never found that this 
system interfered with their yield of milk in 
any way, and we also noticed that our 
average. yield per cow was considerabiy 
higher than that obtained on the neighbour- 
ing farms, so that our general system ef 
feeding throughout the 24 hours did not 
constitute a failure. 


Keeping the Cow-House Clean. 


We shall now consider the cleanliness of 
air and cow-house. 

No manure shortly prior to or during the 
process of milking should be collected or 
remoyed. We considered that an undue 
liberation of the manurial ammonia, etc., 
which took place during its removal, con- 
stituted a. greater danger to the flavour cf 
our milk than the danger of permitting such 
manure to rest until all the milk had been

meals. By care in rolling up the dry litter 
towards the forelegs of the cows, and by 
then thoroughly exposing the floor behind 
for cleaning purposes, which can take piace 
after the cattle have been turned out, the 
byre was less liable to heavy effluvia of any 


per day and cow sufficed to produce a healthy 
and clean bed for the animals. 

We were also careful to attend to the 
actual bodies of the cows themselves for their 
health and to iessen the development of im- 
pure ig which might affect our quality 
of mi 
Grooming the Cows. 


During the forenoon the cows were cae 
fully curried over and subsequently brushed— 
a process which distinctly encourages the 
flow of milk. By this means much dust and 
dirt are removed, while the pores of the skin 
are encouraged to function. The cakes of 
solid hard manure often met with upon the 
hind quarters of cows in many cow-houses 
must not be tolerated; they indicaw 
erroneous treatment, and tend to lessen the 
yield and quality of milk. 

When the cows are removed from their 
pasture and housed for winter feeding, it 's 
advisable to clip off the hair tufts at the 
end of the tail as we are all aware that just 
that tuft of hair is a lively distributor of 
manure from the manure channel to the 
flanks of the resting cows. 

Prior to milking, the udders of the cows 
should be cleaned with a cloth, while every 
milker must rinse her hands in water a 
dry them after milking each cow; while, 
despite these precautions, she should milk 
from 10 to 12 cows during each day. Such 
cleanliness sounds a superfluous process, but, 
in reality, it can be made both simple and 
rapid, provided that it is insisted upon as a 
clear and necessary daily procedure. Such 
careful organisation entails intensive work, 
and encourages a distinct desire to succeed

He was 
rapacious and cruel; therefore, presum- 
ably, says the. world, with no weak 
misgiving, he was nothing else; he did 
nothing else, and except as the subject 
of an inaccurate, but salacious, scenario 
for the film, we have no interest in him. 
Such a man was one of the most 
tremendous figures Italy—or. to be more 
accurate, Spain, since he was of Spanish 
extraction—ever produced. This’ man 
was Cesare Borgia, Duke of Valentinois 
(Valentino in Italy) and the Romagna. 


THE UNKNOWN POISON. 


The mere word “Borgia” has an 
almost magical effect on the modern 
imaginati Visions of dissolute arcana, . 
desecrati the holiest of places with 
saturnalia, almost unheard of since the 
days of Nero and -Elagabalus, rise 
kaleidoscopically at the sound of that 
terrible name. Exalted Curdinals, 
licantious condottieri, beautifal women, 
and abominable hangers-on are phan- 
tasmally envisaged, now quaffne in 
Borgia company the reost sybaritic of 
worldly cups, now writhing out their lives 
in ‘torment, racked by the noiorious, but 
admittedly unknown, Borgia poison. Was 
it ever known? Perhaps. It was a 
poisoning age, but at the same time many 
ordinary killing diseases“ were quite un- 
known to the doctors of those days, and 
many a so-called medieval poisoning was 
as. like as not, appendicitis. — 

What of this terrible family of Borzia— 
what were they really like? Cesare’s 
father let us leave to the judgment of 
Him, whose Vicar he was. There may 
have been worse men than Roderigo de 
Borgia; there have certainlv heen less 


able and less eneryetic Popes than 
Alexander VI. Of his sister Lucretia. 
what? We may set azainst the cifted 


inaccuracies of Victor Hugo. the testimony 
of her third husband, Alfenso d’¥ste. 
and the tears shed at her death by the 
people of Ferrara, whose Inehess she had 
been for some twenty vears. Her first 
two marriages ended in tragedies for 
which there is no proof whatever that she 
was responsible, and she was only a child 
at the time and a pawn in a high 
political game.

SATIRE AT THE PEACOCK 
THEATRE. 


If when these six stokers set out upon their 
Pirandellian quest of an anihor they had 
failed to find Mr. Elmer Greensfelder, the 
contemporary drama would have missed very 
little. Rarely has a play so obvious; and so 
poorly written, managed to get upon a 
stage, and. if Mr. Hilton Edwards had over- 
looked it for bis Gate Theatre Studio season 
last night’s audience at the Peacock Theatre 
would have been spared some two hours of 
Any laughter that this “' satirical 
fantasy,” called ‘‘ Six Stokers who Own the 
Bloomin’ Earth,” produced in the first-night 
roduction in Dublin was on: the stage—the 
aughter of the audience made another 
satirical commentary at the expense of the 
author. 
In three acts, five scenes, Mr. Filmer 
Greensfelder sets out to illustrate the history 
of the world during the first quarter of this 
century. The “good ship Globe” had been 
wrecked, and. her six stokers were all of 
her crew that survived. They were cast 
away on a cliff, where each held tightly to 
his own. They were visited hy ‘“ Money,” 
and they loved her so well that they strangled 
her in the struggle for possession, “‘ Fower ” 
came and gave intoxicating liquo's ; she 
would give herself to the strongest, Centro 
tied his mates. to a tree, went away with 
“Power,” and_tambled over the cliff. . This 
evidently was Germany at the fateíul turn in 
August, 1914. Then follows ‘a ‘Scene in 
Space,” in which Atlas expresses his disgust 
with the burden he is contpelled to bear.

On New Year's Eve the Irish Times 
announced the death of ‘‘ Barbara Mont 
gomery, youngest daughter of ‘the late 
Dr. John McDonnell; Dublin.” That would 
have been an ‘adequate’ hallmark in the 
Irish metropolis of fifty years ago. -To 
how many of its residents does it carry 
any due significance to-day?, . . . 

The sons of Dr. James .McDonnell, of 
Belfast,. originally of Monavert,- were a 
romarkable $amily. The eldest “was Sir 
Alexander, Whose statue is in front of 
Tyrone House, where he. directed. the 
fortunes of national education as Resident 
Commissioner: Like his brother, Dr. 
John, Sir Alexander was an accomplished 
classiaal scholar, and. won distinction in 
this branch of léarning at Oxford in ‘‘ The 
Houee;” a college which did not lightly 
throw such distinctiofs away. Dr. John 
McDonnell’s chief legacy to posterity is 
his historiéal study of the Ulster Civil 
War of 1641: In this book, where. flies 
his flag as ‘‘ an compromising Protes- 
tant,’’ he vindicates the good name of the 
Ulster Catholics, ag of ‘his kinsman Sir 
aes, notably against the partisanship 
of Froude. No book is more to be com- 
mettded to-day to extremist politicians of 
different schools. i

After her father’s death, Miss McDon- 
nell returned to.the old ‘home of her 
ancestors in ' The Glens.” Her bap- 
tismal names, it may be remarked, were 
taken from her aunt by marriage, who 
belonged to another old family of Scottish 
origin, long acclimatised.in Ulster.

He 
had much to do with the fortunes of his 
Cathedral of Christ Church. in Dublin, 
and there he was buried in 1228, under a 
wooden monument, which disappeared 
before the 17th century.”’ 


Beautiful Labourers’ Cottages.

Che Quadrantids. 


During the early days of January this 
meteor shower may be observed in the 
north-eastern part of the sky. The 
Quadrantids derive their name from 
Quadrans Muralis, one of those constel- 
lations invented in the eighteenth century 
to supplement the old sidereal arrange- 
ment, but since fallen into desuetude. 
The radiant of these January meteors is 
situated in the constellation Boétes, which 
lies not far from Ursa Major, and may be

found by Eó the line passing 
through tail stars of that familiar con- 
figuration. The very bright star Arcturus 


belongs to Boótes. The Quadrantids are 
usually most active on January 3 and 4; 
the maximum takes place on the night of 


January 3, about 9:5, which, in the 
absence of moonlight, can be well 
observed, and wil] probably furnish 


bfight, long-pathed meteors before mid- 
night. There is another maximum on the 
same night, falling due at 2.50 a.m. on 
January 4. 

The Quadrantids are not the only 
meteor showers of importance in January: 
there are several others, which, however, 
occur at times or under conditions less 
suitable for observation. On the evening 
of January 7 there is much meteoric 
intensity.. On the night of January 9 
there is a maximum at 10.45, followed by 
others. On: the mornin: of January 15 
there is a maximum near midnight, but 
larger ones batween six and seven o'clock, 
and ‘about noon; and there is another 
meteor shower of similar intensity on the

QUESTION OF IMPORTATION. | 
‘There is a further question as regards the 
importation—that is, how far back historically 
it may be traced? and. whether directly from 
Ireland or fhrough foreign ports? In the 
solving oí this question some light might be 
thrown on obscure traditions concerning “the 
relation of Ireland with Spain in olden 
times.”” 
Much interesting. matter has been gathered 
together relating to the wolfdog in ancient 
annals in the Rev. Edmund Hogan's book, 
published in 1897 and dedicated to “ Captain 
George Augustus Graham, J.P., Rednock, 
Dursley, Fosterer. of the Irish Wolfhound and 
Founder and Honorary Secretary of the Irish 
Wolfhound Club.” The first of this writers 
quotations dates from, the year 391, when a 
Roman Consul speaks in a letter of the 
wonder and admiration with which Rome 
viewed seven Irish dogs- which had 
arrived in that city, Ea to someone in high 
authority. He recalled a tale in the reeord 
of the battle of Moytura, referred to in the 
manuscripts of the tenth and eleventh 
centuries. The Formonians are said to ask 
some warriors: “ Where do you come from?” 
“ From Ireland,” said they. “ Have you any 
hounds with vou”' “ We have,’ said they. 
Thereupon was a dog-race, and the Irish 
hounds were the fleetest. 
Agaia we read of Blessed Edmund Campion, 
8.J., stating that ‘“‘the Irish are not without 
wolves, and hounds to hunt them, bigger of 
bone and limb than a colt.”’ 
For their size alone they evoked the 
admiration of Dorothy OUsberne, who- writes 
tn 1633 to Sir William Temple, whom she after- 
wards matried, asking that when his father 
goes into Ireland one of. his servants may 
Fe for her an Irish greyhound. The 
ady, :t appears, already had one, which har! 
been given her by another suitor, Henry, son 
of Cromwell, but it was not large enough to 
suit her taste. Her letter reads: “ Whomso- 
ever 1t is that you employ he will need no 
other instruction but to get the biggest he 
can meet with—the chief beauty of these 
dogs, or of any kind, I think. The mastiff 
is Handsomer to me than the most exact little 
dog that ever lady played withal.”’

The evidence regarding his 
actions during the incident in the Town Hall 
showed that his conduct towards Mr. Ham- 
mond, junior, was inexcusably aggressive. 
Mr. Hammond had called to prefer a com- 
plaint ‘against an official unknown to him, 
and, being directed to the Sanitary Office, 
encountered McKeogh, who informed him 
that, in making this complaint, he (Mr. 
Hammond) was guilty of insolence and, more- 
over, of obstructing him (Mr. McKeogh) in 
the discharge of his.dnties. Two witnesses 
swore that McK called upon the hall- 
porter to throw out Mr: Hammond. McKeogh 
admitted that he called upon the porter to 
“remove this man.” In either event, the 
action of the sanitary sub-officer was wholly 
unjustifiable. He had no right to order the 
visitor’s removal. 


“ DELIBERATE INDISCIPLINE.” 

In the third phase of the circumstances, 
McKeogh stood to be judged by his own 
written records, which were obviously 
couched in terms of deliberate indiscipline. 

As to the performance of the technital 
part of his duties, there was no complaint, 
and his capacity in ‘this respect was freely 
acknowledged. 

Insolence, discourtesy and disregard af 
lawful orders from his employers were faults 
which it was impossible to overlook in a 
public official, and Mr. McKeogh had been 
shown by evidence to have been guilty of 
all these. The Minister for Local Govern- 
ment would have no hesitation in deciding on 
McKeogh’s removal were it not for the fact 
that he was a very competent officer. 

In the hope that the present experience 
would teach McKeogh his duty to the public 
and his employers, the Minister to re- 
move his suspension, on condition that 
McKeogh’s services be retained for a pro- 
bationary period of twelve months; when a 
further report would be made; that an un. 
favourable entry be recorded against him in 
the books of the Department, and that he 
forfeit his salary for the period of his 
suspension.

LICENCES WITHDRAWN. 


A further stage was reached vesterday in 
the Corporation ‘bus controversy, when an 
intimation was conveyed by the Northern 
Home Office to the owners of the private 
‘buses who distegarded the Northern 
Ministry’s recent regulations withdrawing 
their licences. 

Under the agreement entered into between 
the Corporation, tho large "bus-owing com- 

nies and the Northern Home Office, the 
ofporation acquited about seventy ‘buses 
from the omnibus companies, and no ‘buses 
were to be allowed to operate in Belfast 
except under the control of the Corporation, 
or under a written agreement with the 
Corporation. Four services, representing 
fifteen "buses, disregarded these regulations 
and continued to operate in opposition to the 
Corporation trams and "buses, giving cheaper 
travelling facilities. 

A WARNING. 

Along with the edict revoking the licences 
was a warning that if the vehicles were still 
used the owners, driyers and conductors 
would each be liable to a fine of £10 in 
respect of each day the vehicle might be 
used. 

When the owners of the vehicles applied 
yesterday for a renewal of the discs, and 
offered to pay the road tax their applica- 
tions were turned down. The owners of the

Unified Transport. 

A highly significant development in the 
rivalry of road and rail in England is 
reported. The Great Western Railway 
Company and the National Omnibus and 
Transport Company have announced that 
an agreement has been reached between 
them, whereby a new company has been 
formed to take over all passenger road 
sérvices now maintained by the two parties 
in an agreed area in the West of England. 
A eapital of £1,000,000 is involved, and 
the partners will have equal representa- 
tion on the board of the. new company. 
In an official statement, the Great Western 
Railway Company says that “it is antici- 
pated that there will be a considerable 
extension of the facilities for the travelling 
public, including through bookings to 
cover rai] and road services to and from 
the more important villages throughout 
the area.” The statement adds that the 
arrangement ‘will also afford the oppor- 
tunity for making considerable improve- 
ments in and additions to the existing 
services of the two companies.”” It is 
understood that the “ agreed area ’’ com- 
prises virtually the whole of the ‘‘ West 
Country '—the region west of Exeter, as 
far as the extremities of Cornwall. Within 
this region the railway company already 
runs many omnibus services. 
Recently — according to the Daily 
Telegraph—expenditure for 209 additional 
goods lorries and 122 omnibuses was 
authorised ; many of these, nodoubt, were 
intended to serve that lovely holiday 
The other partner to the com- 
bine is a concern of twenty years’ 
standing, and it owns hundreds of 
omnibuses which ply in the south-west 
corner of England. In effect, therefore, the 
new company. will bring under unified

was mooted first few people believed that 
it could succeed. The sums involved were 
so enormous and the difficulties of transfer 
so great that even financial experts had 
their doubts, and when Mr, Parker Gilbert 
went to Berlin he found himself faced 
with a task 'that would have daunted most 
men. During his four years in office, how- 
ever, there has not been a serious hitch 
in the scheme. Certain revenues have 
been ear-marked for purposes of repara- 
tions ; special taxes Lave been levied on 
real estate, and a fairly heavy impost has 
been laid on the railways. Although the 
Dawes annuities have been progressive, 
ranging from a comparatively small sum 
in 1924-1925 to the standard amount of 
£125,000,000 in the current year, there 
never has been the slightest difficulty in 
raising the money. The ear-marked 
revenues, according to Mr. Parker Gilbert, 
not only have yielded their due quota, but 
in some cases actually have produced a 
surplus of 100 per cent. Transfers have 
been made smoothly without any disturb- 
ance of the German money market. This 
part of the reparations problem was 
exceedingly difficult, especially as the 
European market was in a very nervous 
condition when the Dawes plan came into 
operation; but Mr. Parker Gilbert has 
been able to make his arrangements to the 
satisfaction of everybody concerned, with 
the result that debtor and creditor alike 
are full of admiration for ‘his work. 

Six years ago nobody could have foreseen 
the stupendous revival of German 
industry and commerce which has placed 
the Reich in the forefront of the world’s 
producing and selling nations. There 
are several reasons for .Germany’s 
prosperity. One of them, of course, is 
the well-known capacity of the German 
people for hard work. Immediately after 
the war, when the Communist risings had 
been quelled, the German population 
settled down to its task. - In the mining 
and industrial areas the workers of their 
own free will increased their hours of 
labour in order to recover the ground that 
had been lost through Germany’s defeat. 
Strikes, with the exception of the famous 
Rahr strike during the French invasion, 
were almost unknown, and, while in other 
countries Labour and Capital were at 
each other’s throats, they were working 
together in Germany towards a common 
goal. - Apart from this mixture of 
patriotism and enlightened self-interest, 
Germany enjoyed—and still enjoys—a 
real advantage in the fact that her army 
is limited to a maximum of 100,000 men, 
that her navy is negligible in size, and 
that she has no military air force. Money 
that in former years would have been 
devoted to military and naval expenditure 
now can be used for constructive pur- 
poses. Tlie war freed Germany. of the 
military incubus, thus giving her people 
a chance to develop their genius for 
industrial and commercial organisation. 
They have reorganised their whole 
industry. New plant has-been introduced 
everywhere. All the most recent inven- 
tions have been applied to manufacturing 
processes, and once more the trade mark 
“ Made in Germany ”’ is beginning to 
invade the markets of the world. Nobody 
can grudge Germany her success. It has 
been achieved by honest effort, and the 
German people are fully entitled to the 
fruits of their labour. Mr. Parker 
Gilbert makes it quite clear, however, 
that the German Government's protests 
concerning its inability to continue the 
Dawes annuities at their present amount 
are unjustified. Germany has _ proved 
that she can meet her obligations and 
prosper at the same time.

Another Atlantis. 


The prophets who oblige us by pre- 
dicting the events Of the coming year are 
very confident that in 1929 there will be 
floods, fires, earthquakes, wars, train 
wrecks, motor smashes, aeroplane dis- 
asters, big strikes, famines and polities. 
Generally, in fact, it seems that 1929 wil! 
be just like any other year—a good 
year enough as years go. There is 
nothing which is unduly alarming in 
these predictions. After all, as Byron 
said, ‘‘the world must turn upon its 
axis.’"’ An astrologer, however, has dis- 
covered something in the constellations 
which it will be impossible for people who 
live in this part of the Atlantic Ocean to 
read without a tremor. According to one 
Professor Ketty, of Berlin, “a large and 
well-known island will be swallowed up 
by the sea and another will rise near in 
its place.”

—Formosa, Madagascar and Tasmania, to 
mention enly three—and many also which 
are well-known, but there are portentons 
reasons to fear that Ireland is the 
destined Atlantis. :

old world and the new. The Antarctic 
region presents a more difficult problem. 
It is colder and more inhospitable than 
the Arctic, and it includes a large con- 
tinental mass of land of which scarcely 
the outline yet is known, in spite of the 
heroic labours of Amundsen, Scott and 
Shackleton. Commander Byrd's forth- 
coming aerial expedition is likely to add 
much to our slender stock of knowledge 
about the Antarctic. In the meantime. 
however, pioneer work has been done dy 
Sir Hubert Wilkins in his aerial survey 
of Graham Land. As a writer in The Times 
remarks, his discoveries are a convincing 
proof that the future of Polar exploration 
lies in surveys from the air. In two hours 
after leaving his base he made a journey 
which had taken one of his predecessors 
a fortnight to accomplish travelling on 
foot. His flight was the first ever made 
in the Antarctic, and he may claim to have 
made a discovery which is of real im- 
portance. It now has been decided that 
Graham Land is not part of the Antarctic 
Continent, but is separated from it by a 
wide strait. The almost incredible dangers 
of Polar.exploration now may be minimised 
to some extent, but still they must remain 


very great.

THE HERO OF QUEBEC. 


WOLFE ANNIVERSARY DINNER 
IN KENT. : 

Within a few yards of Westerham Vicar- 
age, Kent, the birthplace, in 1727, of Major- 
General James Wolfe, the hero of Fa 
the Wolfe Society met last night to honour 
the 202nd anniversary of his birth, when 
they held their annual dinner at the King’s 
Arms, Westerham. Captain J, R. O'B. 
Ward, President of the Society, presided over 
a gathering which included representatives of 
branches of the Wolfe family. 

Lieutenant-General Sir Hastings Anderson, 
Qfiartermaster to the Forces, was the chief 
guest, and proposed the toast, ‘‘ The pious 
and immortal memory of Major-General 
James Wolfe.” He said that the Great War 
had accustomed them to young veterans of 
many campaigns and much fighting, but they 
must always view with astonishment the 
rapid rise and cumulative store of campaign- 
ing experience which had fallen to the lot 
of Wolfe before his death at the age of 
thirty-two. 

NO ORDINARY MAN. 

“ He came home from Aix-la-Chapelle to 
celebrate his coming of age, a boy of twenty- 
one, vet a veteran of seven campaigns, and 
a Major in the 20th Regiment. At the age 
of thirty-two, when the soldier nowadays 
begins to contemplate a course of studv at 
the Staff College. Wolfe was given an inde- 
pendent command in an expedition against 
Quebec. We see at a glance that he was 
no ordinary man. 

“ At Quebec he was faced with an ap- 
parently insoluable military problem. There 
can be few battles in history which claim 
so great a measure of romance as that early 
morning battie on the heights of Abraham, 
with the high stakes plaved for that day 
on a distant shore by French and British 
soldiers, and the death on that day of the 
leaders of the two armies.”’

AMERICA’S PRESSING NEED.

What America needs, in the opinion ol 
Dr. Burges Johnson, Professor of English at 
Svracuse University, is some new “‘ swear ' 
words.

Even the strongest words in the vocabulary 
of oaths had lost their force through usage, 
and he predicted that they would gradually 
disappear altogether.

The Eleventh Doctor. 


Professor Dodds, the eleventh doctor to 
be called in to assist in the King’s illness, 
is only twenty-nine, but he bas heey 
described as the greatest bio-chemist in 
England; for he was appointed a Pro.

won many honours in science. He is the 
author of a number of valuable works on 
recent advances in medicine, the chemical] 
and physiological properties of tha 
internal secretions, respiration § and 
kindred subjects. 


The Home Secretary. 


The departure of the Home Secretary 
for a Holiday near Mentone to-day is, per- 
haps, one of the most hopeful signs regard- 
ing the illness of the. King, since, as Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks pointed out, the 
worst of the illness is over, and there is 
every reason to hope that a slow, but 
gradual, improvement will take place. The 
decision of the Home Secretary to leare 
London is all the more significant, because 
of all the members of the Cabinet he is 
the one to keep in closest touch with 
Buckingham Palace, being in a very 
special sense the Royal Secretary of State 
so far as the King is concerned. 


Germany's Prosperity. 


The almost star*ling reports as to the 
prosperity of Germaáy, though denied by 
the German newspapers, are regarded hera 
as a revelation which must have a very 
pronounced result on the deliberations of 
the Committee of Experts. Comment on 
the revelations was withheld at Whitehall 
to-day with the statement that the news 
had only just been officially received, but, 
as a matter of fact, the intimation of Mr. 
Parker Gilbert did not come as a surpriss 
to the Foreign Office. Germany for the 
past few years has been declaring her 
inability to pay her reparation charges, 
while France has followed the example, 

leading that she was unable to discharge 
há war debts. Now it is apparent that 
the former has a gold reserve larger than 
ever before, while the latter is maintain- 
ing a great army. In the meanwhile Great 
Britain is bearing a financial burden com- 
pletely beyond her strength. The situation 
suggests that the Committee of Experts 
will not find their task as difficult as it 
appeared to be, 


Datch Art. 


The exhibition of Dutch art at the Royal 
Academy, which will be opened on Friday, 
is a magnificent display, and it is said 
that £10,000,000 would be a conservative 
estimate of its walue.

Isaacson was wounded in the arm by a 
bullet Subsequently she saw the heads of 
dead rebels being cut off and taken away 
i» order that they might be recognised, 
and the various tribes involved thus in- 
criminated. 


MESSAGE’S STRANGE JOURNEY. 


The various Legations in Kabul were 
completely ignorant of each other’s 
position, and the difficulty of communi- 
cating with each other is illustrated by the 
amazing expedient adopted’ by the British 
Legation to get a message to the French 
Legation. The message was taken to 
Peshawar by the pilot of the aeroplane 
which conveyed women and children from 
Kabul. From Peshawar it was telegraphed 
to London, and eventually it was broadcast 
from Moscow to the French Legation. 

Mrs. Isaacson states that thousands of 
volunteers rushed from the bazaars in 
response “o the King’s appeal, and 
obtained rifles and ammunition to protect 
their homes. 


THE KING’S DETERMINATION. 


Mrs. Isaacson describes the anxiety of 
foreigners taking refuge in the Legations 


King had been given twenty-four hours to 
abdicate. The anxiety was deepened when 
it became known that the King had 
secretly arranged to drop a red Verey light 
in the event of himself and the Royal 
Family leaving Kabul by air. 

To the great relief of the refugees a 
white signal was dropped by the depart- 
ing Royal aeroplanes, announcing that 
only the Queen and the Royal Family had 
left for Kandahar, while Kine Amanullah 
had stuck to his post. “ After six days’ 
fighting, Bachai Sakao withdrew with his 
entire forces to the mountains, covering 
his retreat by detailing a small party to 
keep up an intermittent fire. 


REBELS EXECUTED. 


Bachai Sakao’s brother and seven other 
rebels were taken prisoners after putting 
up a stubborn resistance. The former, 
who was a stalwart, striking-looking map, 
defied the King. The heads of these men 
were taken throngh the streets next morn- 
ing, stuck on the ends of bayonets. The 
rescue of women and children by aero- 
plane began on December 26th. 

Bachai Sakao, so-called because he is 
the son of a water oarrier, is a notorious 
bandit, who for many months has carried 
on a campaign of daring’robberies. His 
explcit had no close connection with the 
Shinwari revolt, as his real aim was to 
seize the opportunity to strike a quick 
blow, and if possible reap the benefits. 


A SELF-STYLED KING. 


Clad in a dazzling uniform, he actually 
styled himself: the new King of Kabul. 
He did not realise how nearly he had 
succeeded, for his attack was the decisive 
factor which broke the morale of the 
Government and forced King Amanullah 
to accept the proposals of the mullahs who 
instigated the Shinwari rebellion. , 
Bachai Sakao did not leot the villages 
because he wished to retain the people’s 
good-wil] for “the day when I become 
King.” He even posted his own sentries 
at the British Legation to prevent his own 
men from entering.

BANDIT CHIEF’S FIRST

There were over eight hundred delegates 
at. the eighth“ annual Congress of Cow- 
Testing Associations, which was held under 
the auspices of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Society, held in Thurles yester- 
day. i 
An important statement on the Agri- 
cultural 'Department's policy with regard 
to the improvement of cattle and swine 
was made by Captain C. J. McCarthy, 
while valuable suggestions were put 
forward regarding winter milk production 
by Mr. R,..H. Beamish, the production 
and handling of milk by Professor Boyle, 
} and the economical production of pigs on 
the dairy farm by Mr. E. J. Sheehy. 
Professor Mason’s remarks on Jiseases of 
‘dairy cattle were also listened to with 
attention. 


DELEGATES WELCOMED. 

In welcoming the delegates, the Most 
Rev. Dr. Harty, Archbishop of Cashel, 
said that they regarded it as a great 
honour to have the delegates in their 
midst, and they hoped and believed that 
their. deliberations would be most fruitful 
for the country. Although a small com- 
munity in Thurles, they were in the midst 
of a great agricultural district, and conse- 

uently appreciated fully two things— 
1) the need and utility of improving their 
dairy cattle, and (2) the great efforts that 
the associations were making for the im- 
provement and care of those cattle. 

They knew very well that the yield of 
our dairy cowsgwas not what it should be. 
In 1911 the average yield, which was only 
430 gallons, increased in 1927 to 557 
gallons, largely due to the efforts of the 
associations. That was something, bu. not 
enough. If the farmers were to be 
prosperous, an increase in the average 
milk yield must be far greater. There was 
no reason why several hundred gallons 
should not be added to the present yield. 
They knew that there were many Irish 
herds where the average yield was over 
1,000 gallons. They realised that+he im- 
provement possible would mean many 
millions of pounds for Irish farmers. 


GROWTH OF ASSOCIATIONS. 

In 1921 there were 115 associations, 
dealing with 26,000 cows, whereas last year 
272 dssociations dealt with 84,000 cows. 
It was gratifying that the associations 
were increasing throughout the country 
and that more people were taking an 
interest in the work. Certainly the Society 
deserved the support of the country, and 
especially of the farmers, who were : 
immediately and directly interested, and 
also the support of the clergy of all de- 
nominations—(applause)—whom he was 
glad to see there that day. All persons, 
but especially farmers, were concerned, 1 € 4 
because ultimately the whole population 
were depending on the farming industry, 
as it was the biggest in the country.

MYSTERIES OF CONDUCTING. 


Dr. Adrian C.: Boult, the President, Con- 
ductor of the Birmingham Symphony 
‘Orchestra, speaking on ‘ conducting,” dis- 
cussed the best way of spreading the love of 
music among the general public. He asked 
why the music of a composer like Bach was 


duil to the general public. 


_ “E-think the answer is,” he said, “be- 
cause. Bach is interpreted without imagina- 
tion. The greatest enemy to the spread of 
the love for music is dullness of performance. 
+ You must have temperament, concentration, 
and a deep affection for what you are doing; 
but there is the technical side to be con- 
sidered, and I believe a faulty technique is 


at the. bottom of most of the trouble. 


- “* Bach seems dull to the man in the street 
because of the failure of the conductor to 
grasp the work as a whole. Probably ninety 
per cent. of the people who listen to music 
do not realise that the work they hear is 
‘anything more than a stream of sound going 
past them; they look upon it as they would 
a picture or a ‘piece of architecture, but, 
while they. take in a picture or an architec- 
tural] work in one glance, they only look at 


music piecemeal, inch by inch. 


“We interpreters have to get far more 
firmly into our minds the structure of our 
work. The structure is built up by subjects 
which are really sections of a work in their 
pie keys. You find the subjects by 

modulations. There is, too, the 
‘emotional structure to be considered. The 
members of an orchestra must be in the mood

Warwickshire Cricketer Dead. 


Sam Hargreave, the famous left-handed 
slow bowler, who assisted Warwickshire from 
1899 to 1909, died on Tuesday at Stratford- 
upon-Avon. Born on September 22, 1876, at 
Longsight, near Manchester, he rendered 
splendid service to the Midland county for 
several seasons, particularly between 1901 
and 1906.

Until shortly after 1 o'clock to-day Eng- 
land fared well, and there was every prospect 
of their staying in at least until tea-time. 
Hammond and Jardine, whose partnership 
for the fifth wicket overnight had realised 
74, were still at the wicket, apparently well 
set and confident; but a brilliant catch by 
A’Beckett, running from mid-on to behind 
the bowler, changed the course of the game, 
and England from that point were struggling 
hard to gain a first innings’ lead. 

Larwood lost his wicket by his anxiety to 
stay in until lunch, and subseguenú,; the 
battirig was quite unworthy of the reputation 
of the team. The lead of twenty gained b 
the Englishmen is considered far too small 
to balance the disadvantage of having to 
bat last. ' 

Hammond's marvellous performance in 
scoring a double century in consecutive' Test 
Matches, and thus setting up & world’s 
record, was the feature of the day's play. 
The Gloucestershire player gave a Po dis- 
play, technically perfect in every detail. 

He did not give a single chance, and there 
was only one appeal against him íor leg 
before. Jardine was over-careful, and his 
effort to force the game came too late. 

Blackie bowled well, although he was 
flattered by the many bad strokes made by 
the later batsmen. 

With Richardson again failing in Aus- 
tralia’s second innings, the hopes of England 
rose; but Chapman was far too eager to 
change the bowling, bringing on White too 
early. It would have been better to have 
kept Tate on at the end where Blackie had 
gained his successes, and relieved Larwood, 
Geary, and Hammond. 

Wooifull retrieved his first innings failure 
by a splendid display. In the early stages 
he nearly. played a ball from Larwood on 
to his wicket, and later he was beaten by 
Tate: but otherwise he showed masterly 
defence and very skilful stroke play. 

At the close of play the match was left

Ham- 
mond (169) and Jardine (21) continued se; 1 
Jand's innings on a fast wicket, with 
A’Beckett and Grimmett bowling. The first 
change was made at 334, Oxenham dis- 
placing A’Beckott. 

Ryder placed his field against Hammond 
much better than yesterday, with the result 
that many óf the Gloucestershire player's 
straight drives and square cuts were cffec- 
tively blocked. Hammond, nevertheless, con- 
tinued to score faster than Jardine, and the 
partnership century was registered in exactly 
two hours.
